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Hornet football, home style, 
got off to a sizzling start Satur- 
day, as SSC defeated the Santa 
QGiara University Broncos in a 
hard4ought contest 20-14. 


SSC defenders pressured Santa 
Ciare’s highly touted quarter- 
back, Ron Calcagno, throughout 
the second half. Caleagno threw 
touchdown passes of 14 and 42 
yards to end Bob Cicchi, but a 
hard - working defense stopped 
Sanfa Clara with about four min- 
utes remaining in the game to 
snuff aut their last chance for a 
score. 

SSC held the Broncos to % 
yards on the ground while roll- 
ing ~p 192. Calcagno passed for 
a total of 149 yards, mostly to 
end Cicchini and halfback Bob 
Miranda. Coach Ray Clemons’ 
charges gained 61 yards through 
the air, including a 27-yard pass | 
from quarterback Jay Se 
to end Larry Crumback in the 
second quarter. 

Santa Clara took the lead in 
the second quarter on the 14 
yard Clacagno-Cicchi pass. The 
conversion attempt failed. The 
Hornets came back with a 67- 
yard drive in 11 plays, capped 
by the Stromgren to Crumback 
touchdown toss. Vince Zalasky’s 
conversion was good and the 
Hornets lead 7-46 

In the second half the Hor- | 
mets received the kickoff and 
marched 78 yards for a score in 
14 plays. Halfback Jerry Hatch- 
er’s hard running kept the drive 
going. Fullback Bob Lazerk 
scored from the two yard line 
and SSC led 13-6, as the kick at- 
tempt failed. 

Hornet defensemen, led by Gil 
Garcia, Gary Kelley, Gary Quat- 
trin and Zalasky put considerable 
pressure on Calcagno during the 
eecond half. Garcia and Quat- 
trin each intercepted a Calcagno 
pass in the seeond half.
